his season's must-try trend is geometric shapes. But fear 

not, we've got a handy cheat-sheet (below) to help you 

master it in minutes. It's a great way to create strong focal 
points and dedicated spaces in multi-functional rooms, and 
we've combined sharp angles and pastel palettes for our own 
take on the technique. The rules are simple - there are no 
rules! Be playful; embrace asymmetry; and dont be afraid to 
experiment. Follow the six simple steps below to conjure up 
your own stylish office space in a flash.

With Mint Macaroon, paint 
around light fittings and 
skylights on the ceiling with a 
2" brush, then fill in with a roller. 


Run the chalk along the string. 


Tape the string at each end of 
a shape and ping it against the 
wall to create a straight line. It 
really works! 


Brush Pure Brilliant White 

along the wall where it meets 
the ceiling. Fill in the rest of the 
wall with a roller; allow to dry.

Mask off the shapes, опе at a

to peel away masking tape carefully!

Dust sheets 

Protect floors and furniture by 
covering exposed surfaces with 
good-quality dust sheets that 
you can keep and reuse for 
every paint project. 


Fillers and putty-filling knife 
For a smooth finish on 
surfaces, repair damage using 
a putty-filling knife, but fill gaps 
between walls and skirting 
boards using decorators' caulk 
(which is more flexible) and a 
damp sponge. 


Sandpaper and block 

Buying different types and 
grades of sandpaper, including 
flexible blocks, will help smooth 
rough surfaces quickly and give 
you a better finish to work with. 
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Absorbent cloths 

and dusting brush 

These are useful for removing 
dust and wiping down surfaces 
before painting, especially if 
you've sanded. Otherwise, 

a vacuum cleaner does the 
job, too. 


Tapes 

Invest in quality adhesive 
masking tape to protect 
surfaces you'd like to leave 
unpainted, or want to paint in а 
different colour (skirting boards 
or ceilings). Use low-tack on 
painted, dry surfaces.
